Duty to Disclose In format inn Material to P a ^. ^iift, 

(a) A patent by Its very nature is affected with a public interest. Tr e public Interest Is best served and 
the most effective patent examination occurs when, at the time an applicatic n is being examined the Office is 
aware of and evaluates the teachings of all Information material to patentabi lity. Each individual'assodated with 
the filing and prosecution of a patent application has a duty of candor and g >od faith in dealing with the Office 
which includes a duty to disclose to the Office all information known to that i ndividual to be material to 
patentability as defined In this section. The duty to disclose information exis is with respect to each pending claim 
until the claim is cancelled or withdrawn from consideration, or the applicatic m becomes abandoned Information 
matenal to the patentability of a daim that is cancelled or withdrawn from cc nsideration need not be submitted if 
the information Is not matenal to the patentability of any claim remaining un i er consideration in the application 
There is no duty to submit information which is not material to the patentabi rty of any existing daim The dutv to 
disclose all information known to be material to patentability is deemed to b> i satisfied if all information known to 
be material to patentability of any daim issued in a patent was cited by the ( tffice or submitted to the Office in the 
Sff^ b l §§1j>7(bKd) and 198. However, no patent will be gi anted on an application in connection 
with which fraud on the Office was practiced or attempted or the duty of disc losure was violated through bad faith 
or intentional misconduct.
